Big City Budget Should 
Be a Source of Pride 


News that the city’s budget for the coming fiscal year 


will be in the neighborhood of $1,000,000 should surprise 
nobody for this is, after all, a growing city, and inflation 
continues to whittle away at the value of the dollar, Future 
budgets will be even larger. 

Nevertheless, passing the $1,000,000-a-year expense 
mark is some sort of a milestone; in many private businesses, 
this is considered the “break-over” point between a small 
and a large company. 

As citizens who pay our taxes to the city and as patrons 
of the city’s various facilities, however, we've got to look 
at it from a couple of other points of view, in substituting 
for our feelings on the budget as merely an item of expense. 

First, we've got to look on ourselves as stockholders: 
Are we, as such, happy to see our joint stock company 
grow, giving better services, expanding its field of oper- 
ations, and generally giving better dividends to its investors? 

Then, we've got to look at ourselves as consumers. As 
such, are we getting fair value for money? Are the services 
rendered in our behalf, and the facilities available for our 
use. of such a caliber that we can approve of them and 
continue our “purchases?” 

Our own answer on both of these counts is an emphatic 
yes. 

True, there are some who might maintain we can do 
without some of the goods or some particular variety of 
services. There are those, of course, who feel that some 
things done by the city are more legitimately the work of 
private enterprise. 

But by and large, we bet, youll have a hard time find- 
ing an area in which youre apt to get better value for 


money. 
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Statistical Analysis Will Never

Ah, yes. Beauty contest time. 

In recent years, the usual high-heels-and-bathing-suit 
affairs have fallen into the bands of the statisticians, who 
regale the onlooker with what is called “vital information.”

These statistics really don’t mean much, unless theyre 
complemented by such things as a pretty face, winsome 
expression, poise, complexion and the like but in future 
years they might provide a valuable point of reference, 
whereby we'll be able to chart the evolution of what's con- 
sidered beauty through the ages. 

In 1929, for instance, a girl with statistics of “30-27-30” 
night have been considered the last word in stylishness. 

In 1900, before folks were ready to admit that women 
had legs (they called them “limbs”) and young men. re- 
putedly stood around the streetcar stops in the hope of 
seeing a glimpse of ankle above the top of a high-button 
like “36-20-42” 
fashionable, albeit a bustle had to be included in the “42” 


shoe, measurements seem to have been 
measurement and the other numbers were the results of 


whalebone and faith. 


Through the years, it can be seen, a valuable body of 
information would be built up. Fashions go in cycles. If we 
were to rely completely on the statistical method, we might 
even be able to predict the shape of next year’s beauty 
contest winner, or that of the prospective champion a 
decade hence. 

Interesting to speculate on, but we doubt if this will 
ever happen. 

Beauty contests or “queen” contests have been with us 
since the dawn of civilization and, no matter how scientific 
we get, we doubt if they'll be climinated by a mere set of 
figures.

Next year, the Menlo Park 
elementary school district is 
going to have to return to the 
voters with a request for a new 
permissive tax rate ceiling. 

The district, currently oper- 
ating under a rate maximum of 
$1.99 per $100 assessed valua- 
tion, will have to go to the 
voters regardless of whether 
they can get along for another 
year under that ceiling or not. 
If they don’t get a voters’ Okay, 
the rate drops to a_ state-set 
ceiling of 90 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 

Whence came that pre-set 
permissive tax rate maximum? 
Why is it retained? How come 
other public agencies don’t 
have to operate under similar 
restrictions? 

An elementary school dis- 
trict, remember, has to have 
some 10 or 12 employees per 
1000 of population, in order 
to accomplish its job,

A firefighting agency, such 
as the Menlo Park Fire District, 
operates under a permissive 
tax rate maximum of $1 per 
$100 assessed valuation and a 
city operates under the same 
limit.

According to the memory of 
one local school administrat- 
tor, the 90 cent rate maximum 
was adopted in the late 1920’s 

or early 1930’s. The state leg- 
islature adopted the maximum 
with the best possible inten- 


tions because, according to 
their plan, state subventions 
to the school district would 


make up the difference be- 
tween loeal collections and the 
local need. 

Even today—and even more 
so then—-there are school dis- 
tricts which could get along

quite easily on a 90-cent levy 
These are unusual, it is true; 
most sat atop oil domes or 
other rich geological struc- 
tures, have few children in 
them, and high assessed valua- 
tion on above-ground indus- 
trial installations. 

Naturally, such areas can 
well afford to support quality 
education at a low tax rate, 
even today. 


But in the days when the 
state’s 90-cent maximum 
measure was passed, the 
basic state subvention to edu- 
cation—$120 per child in at- 
tendance each day—was also 
approved. This was suppos- 
ed to amount to half the cost 
of education, meaning it was 
thought that the per annum 
cost per child could be fi- 
nanced at a cost of $240. 

This is obviously no longer 
the case in most places. 

Though the legislature has 
not been at all backward about 
meddling with the education 
code in other respects, its 
members seem to feel that the 
long-ago obsolete financing 
structure is still okay. 


Legislators seem to feel that 
it might even be a good idea 
to force the education people 
to return to the voters every 
few years, to get a new approv- 
al of the tax rate. 


This is discriminatory, of 
course, and it costs money. 


Menlo Park School District, for 
instance, had to budget $500° 
for its ill-fated March 20 elec- 
tion. _Some additional hun- 
dreds of dollars had to be bud- 
geted for the re-balloting on 
June 5. Next year, another 
$500 or so will have to be 
rounded up. 


Thus the school district 
will have been forced to 
spend some $1000-plus in or- 
der to get an approval from 
the voters which no other 
category of government has 
to ask for. 

Multiply this expense, recur- 
rent every four or five years, 
by the number of school dis- 
tricts in the state which can’t 
operate under the 90 cent rate, 
and you’ve got a huge unneces- 
sary burden forced on the pub- 
lic. 

Of course, many people dis- 
trust educators. They refer to 
“frills” and “waste.” 

But schools have ‘to at least 
employ a certain number of 
people for each 1000 students, 
and they have to maintain ex- 
pensive plants. Much of the 
money is pre-committed even 
before the educators consider 
possible ‘‘frills.” 

This is not altogether true 
of some other categories of pu- 
lic business. 

At the beginning of each 
fiscal year, for instance, the 
city of Menlo Park has huge 
reserves and the city council- 
men are forced to find jobs on 
which the city can spend its 
gas tax money. 

The fire district also oper- 
ates with large reserves and, 
since firefighting equipment

is expensive, sinking funds 
and the like also are requir- 
ed. 

If there’s uncommitted cash 
around in tax-supported agen: , 
cy coffers, there’s probably 
more of it available to em- 
bezzlers and thieves in almost 
any other type of agency you 
can name, than in a school 
agency. 

Judged in this light—that 
the legislators trust school- 
men less than others, when it 
comes to acumen in expend- 
ing public funds — the whole 
matter of the 90 cent permis- 
sixe tax rate ceiling becomes 
downright insulting. 


30 Years Ago: 
Fire District 
Expected 
Better Rating 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 30 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community.

An underwrit- 
ers’ survey, it is expected, will 
be asked for by the fire com- 
missioners within the near fu- 
ture. 

A telephone alarm system 
has been installed, so that fire 
calls to either the Menlo Park 
fire house or the No, 2 station 
in the Ravenswood District will 
be received at the Menlo Park 
Fire House. Ravenswood calls 
will be immediately transfer- 
red to No. 2 company to save! 
confusion and delay. 

The engine stationed at the 
Ravenswood fire house has 
been completely overhauled 
and painted, and the house 
and grounds have been im- 
proved. A tar and gravel road 
was laid in front of the station, 
and the lot cleared. 

A 35-foot ladder will shortly 
be installed on the Ahrens-Fox 
pumping engine in Menlo Park. 
Two gas masks and a complete 
first aid kit, an inhalator and 
a folding inside ladder have 
been installed on the combina- 
tion water wagon and chemical 
truck to make this one of the 
most complete emergency 
trucks in this section of the
